City Seeks To Buy Dump Site 


New ‘“‘Cut and 
Fill’ Plan 


Is Considered 


Under the shadow of Upland’s 


“black cloud’, directors of the 
San Antonio Water Co. and the 
Upland city councilmen confer. 
red last night on the possibility 
of the city acquiring water com- 
pany land as a dump site. 


At the start of the meeting, 
the two agencies were $100,000 
apart in price of the land, east of 
Campus Ave, at 14th St. 


Most of the site was deeply 
excavated by a rock company 
and this property is now used by 
the city as its present dump, If 
the city could acquire the pro- 
perty, however, a ‘“‘cut and fill’ 
method of disposing of the daily 
trash might be sued. At present, 
municipal trucks take their daily 
haul to the site and the material 
is burned, Consequently, there is 
a pall of smoke coming from the 
“dump”? most of the. time. Re- 
cognizing the situation, the coun- 
cilmen have opened negotiations 
with the water company direct- 
ors, Each agency obtained an 
appraisal. The city’s appraiser 
reported .the valuation about 
$100,000 less than the company’s |§ 
appraiser,

Has Busy Initial Month 


Upland’s new special juvenile 
unit, organized recently under | 
the direction of Sgt. Feliz Quesa- 
da handled 76 juvenile complaints 
its first month, 

Hight of these were petitioned 
to the juvenile home, 48 were 
taken into custody and their par- 
ents called to the police depart- 
ment and counselled regarding 
their children’s infractions and 
the youngsters released to the 
~arent’s custody. The remainder 
were of lesser infractions that 
could lead to seriousness and 
were taken to the juvenile de- 
partment and counseled regard- 
ing the offenses then released 
without appearance with par- 
ents. 

On each of these a card is 
filed with a record of the first 
offense. If the offenders are 
later brought in for repeating 
violations the first offense card 
is a mark against them. 

Twenty-five traffic citations 
were given juveniles during the 
month, with five of these referred 
to the probation department, five 
handled through the Upland de- 
partment and two referred to 
other agencies because of the 
gravity of their repeat citations. 
The remainder were first offend- 
ers, allowed to go after counsel 
and a warning. 

Local juveniles receiving traf- 
fic violation tickets in other cities 
are sent back to the local court 
of Judge Fred Jacobs, where 
they are usually put on proba- 
tion to the local juvenile depart- 
ment of the police and must re- 
port to Sgt. Quesada as directed 
by the court.

Parents Seen 
As Factor In 
Delinquency 


By GERRY McGEER 


Stewart C. Smith, probation of- 
ficer for San Bernardino county, 
a visitor in Upland recently, ex- 
pressed definite ideas on juvenile 
delinquency, its causes and re- 
suits. 

In the first place, he says, that 
delinquency is four times more 
common among boys than among 
girls. The girls who become de- 
linquent, however, get that way 
principally because of inability 
to get along’a home. ‘‘Their prob- 
lem is more serious,’’ Mr. Smith 
said,’’ because they become in- 
corrigible. Sex offenses rank high 





: | 
among those who get into trou- 


ble.’’ 

Ill guided, pretty girls slip into 
bad situations sometimes because 
its an easy way to get pretty 
clothes. Tragically the girls sel- 
dom realize the high cost they 
are paying until it is too late, he 
observed. 

HOME ATTITUDE 

Inability to get along at home, 
along with poor 
school, also play a factor in the 
lives of boys who come to the at- 
tention of the police and finally 
the probation department, accor- 
ding to Mr. Smith, Most common 
crimes of such boys are burglary, 
stealing. and auto theft. Boys who 
commit such crimes, along with 
runaways and suspects of assault 
with deadly weapons, are likely 


to find themselves in Juverils 


Hall. 

Assuming the boy or, girl is 
guilty, all along the way, the 
attitude of the parents comes to 
the fore. In some cases before 
conviction, the young people may 
be released to their parents, That 
depends on the pdrents, and in 
extreme instances the seriousness 
of the charge. Here the real

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Extension Of Washington 
Boulevard Is Suggested 


Extension of: Washington Blvd., east along the Pacific 
Electric right-of-way, to either Arrow Hwy. or Grove Ave., is a 
project suggested for consideration by owners of the property 
concemed and the city officials. 


Such an extension would open up for possible develop- 
ment many acres of land. The new connection would also 
result in less crowded traffic flow on Arrow Hwy., a narrow 
residential thoroughfare. 


Washington Blvd. is a two drive thoroughfare from Cam- 
pus to llth Aves. with the Pacific Electric right-of-way in the 
center. Full extension of both drives is impossible due to im- 
provements that have been already placed on the south side 
of the P. E. near Grove Ave. 


Extension of both lanes of Washington as far as possible 
and the north lane to connect with a major route would be 
very feasible in a long-range improvement program here. 


If proper planning at the proper time had been made, 
both lanes of the boulevard could have been extended to 
connect with Foothill Blvd. But that kind of an extension is 
virtually impossible now. Unless proper steps are taken soon, 
it may be too late to make the suggested extension of the 


north lane. 

Responsibility for such an improvement, lies largely with 
owners of the abutting property. A united effort, with co- 
operation from city officials, could within a short time result 
in a new connection to serve residents east of Upland. 


Arrow Hwy. cannot take much more traffic. Need for 
widening of this thoroughfare has been mentioned by city 
officials from time to time. 


Such a costly procedure would be unnecessary if the 
extended Washington Blvd. could relieve the situation. 


At Campus Ave., Washington Blvd. connects with C St. 
which extends westward to Euclid Ave. Thus a new cross- 
town thoroughfare could be developed. 


Extension of Washington Blvd. would also open up for 
residential development an area that for years has been “land 
locked”. That area needs a major street to cennect it with 
other -arteries. 


Much would be accomplished if the extension could 
be made. 


The Dog Leash Law 


_ It would be less difficult to have a dog leash law in Up- 
land, .if the proposed measure could be applied only to the 


built-up residential area, rather than to the citrus and other 
rural areas also. 


The Upland city councilmen have before them today re- 
quests to do something about controlling the approximately 
1,200 lecal dogs. People who try to maintain attractive yards 
and flower gardens are discouraged when much of their work | 
has to be done over and over, due to the rampaging dogs.. 


So, they have appealed to the councilmen to do something 
about it. 


On the other side of the argument are dog owners who 
license their pets and more or less control their activities. 
Especially in the area north of Foothill Blv& are residents who 
dislike the idea of having to tie up their dogs when they have 
from one acre to 10 acres in which to roam. 


; It has been thus for years — people with very definite 
views about the dog leash law. There are about as many who 
want it as oppose it. 


The fact remains that a local ordinance leashing dogs 


* must apply to all parts of Upland. If it were not for that, the

He will bring with him exam- 
ples of the word picture charts 
which he first developed in 1930 
and which have been used to 
teach people ‘to read and write 
in 262 different languages and 
dialects, in 91 countries.
